New State Tax System Provides One Assessment 

FIRST AND SECOND CLASS CITIES ARE EXCEPTED— REVISION TO BE 

MADE ANNUALLY— PAYME MTS MAY BE MADE IN TWO 

INSTALLMENTS, IN MARCH AND AUGUST. 



llarrisburg, February S. — Sweeping 
changes in methods of assessing and 
collecting; taxes are proposed for all 
counties of Pennsylvania, except Phila- 
delphia and the cities of the Jirst and 
second classes, in the bill prepared by 
the State Tax Paw Revision Commis- 
sion and introduced into the House late 
today by Ropresenta! i ve .John (i. .Mar- 
shall, of Reaver. 

The bill would create boards of three 
assessors in all counties except Alle- 
gheny, where there are now seven mem- 
bers, anil Philadelphia, which has its 
own system, and in the seventh and 
eighth class counties, where County 
Commissioners would act as assessors. 
Provision is made for County Treasur- 
ers to send out deputies and to name a 
bank or trust company as a tax col- 
lector. 

.Members of the commission have been 
at work for more than a year and it is 
estimated there will be extensive sav- 
ing in 'he cost of both assessment and 
collection. Numerous local assessor- 
ships ami tax collectorships will be 
abolished anil facilities provided for 
payment of taxes at a eenlrnl place in 
inanv communities. 



The bill provides for just one assess- 
ment for taxation in each county, third- 
class city assessments being abolished. 
The revisions will be made annually 
between .January 1 and .September 1, 
and all assessments are to lie at actual 
value, no percentage assessments being 
permitted. Provision is made for as- 
sessors to sit as a board of revision 
in September, October and November 
and to certify duplicates by December" 
1. the cities or districts making levies 
during December. All distinctions be- 
Iwecn seated and unseated land are to 
be abolished. There will be only one 
duplicate for each city, borough, town- 
ship or other municipal division, and it 
will apply 1o all taxes. 

Taxes are to be payable in install- 
ments, due March 1 and August 1, two 
months being allowed to pay at face 
value ami after that 1 per cent, per 
month is 1o be added as a penalty. 
Abatements are abolished, but provision 
is made for mailing cities. Tax sales 
will be held in .Tune and no tax liens 
will be filed. The counties and local 
districts are to share eipially tlie cost 
of preparing duplicates and collecting 
taxes, the cost of assesmont being :i 
count v charge.

New B. and L. Series 



On -March :ird next, the thirty-lirst 
series of the Narberth Building and 
Loan Association will be opened, and 
it is expected at that time to olfer 
both the regular long term series ami 
a new series called the "Short Term." 
The short term series will have dues 
of two dollars a share, and when the 
dues and interest earned on the series 
amounts to its par value, or $200 a 
share, the stock will mature, which will 
be in about halt' the time of the long 
term series, or about six years. The 
short term Building and Loan series 
has been found very satisfactory wher- 
ever it has been introduced ami is not 
a new thing, as there are associations 
in Pennsylvania that have bad this 
feature for a great many years, and as 
you will only wait half the lime for 
your stock to mature it will probably 
appeal to the residents of Narberth 
the sane as it has in the communities 
where it is now in force. 

Ther:. 1 are two classes of Huilding and 
Loan stockholders. First, those who 
take Huilding and Loan stock for the 
purpose of building or purchasing a 
home. The second, those who take the 
stock as an in vestment, and while the 
short term series can be used to obtain 
a mortgage and your property will be 
clear in about six years, it is generally 
easier (o extend the payments over be- 
tween eleven and twelve years in the 
long term series. 

There have been so many homes pur- 
chased in the last couple of years in the 
vicinity of Rhilndelphia that it became 
almost an impossibility to obtain a 
mortgage through a Huilding and Loan 
Association without paying large premi- 
ums, and it has been well known that 
the Xarberth Building and Loan Asso- 
ciation has had more applications for 
mortgages than they could take care 
of. Conditions are again changing, and

" l'p.-n eoiuph'tion of •. he A saessor '.. 
report, the County ( oaimi.-sioners aaail 
be empow ered , o call upon constables 
or Wat i' constabulary m kill till cogs 
not wearing :i license ,ag. regardless 
of whose property they may be. and 
such ellieers shall not lie liable to crim- 
inal or civil prosecution in the dis- 
charge of this duty: Provided, haw- 
ever, that before such action is taken 
tlii'y give thirty days' notice through 
one oi' more newspapers of general cir- 
culation, printed in the English lan- 
guage, in said county, that such action 
will be taken; that upon any citizen 
furnishing to the County Commission- 
ers conclusive evidence of one or more 
unlicensed dogs running at large in 
any district or community, the County 
Commissioners shall be required to have 



the unlicensed dogs in such community 
killed. I'pnu receipt of said notice 
from the County Commissioners it shall 
thereupon be the duly of such consta- 
ble to kill all such unlicensed dogs, and 
for such service said constable shall be 
entitled to receive for each dog killed 
and buried, cremated, or otherwise 
legally disposed of by him, from the 
County Commissioners, out of the fund 
realized from the licensing of dogs, the 
sum of one dollar. For failure to per- 
form his ollicial duty under tiie pro- 
visions o|' this section the constable 
shall be liable to a penalty of two 
dollars for each offense, which said 
amount shall be deducted from any 
amount due such constable from the 
county tit the next settlement bid ween 
such otiicer and the County Coiniuis- 
sionors: and provided further, that no 
dog shall be killed as set forth in this 
section when any authorized agent of 
any humane society shall indicate his 
willingness to take such dog and dis- 
pose of it otherwise."

Dauphin 
County claims the largest sycamore, 
which is more than I w enty-li vc feet in 
circumference at the base. It is de- 
clared that the Stale's largest sugar 
maple stands at Ihiglesmere, .Sullivan 
County. 

Professor lllick desires the following 
measurements of big trees: Circumfer- 
ence at base, circumference tit breast 
height, total height of tree, and the 
total spread of branches.

"Trees can be planted on roadsides, 
village:-, and city streets, town com- 
mons, village greens, city squares, play- 
grounds, school grounds, and other pub- 
lic places," writes A. C. Wessid in an 
article on "Forestry for Scouts," in 
the February issue of "Boys' Life." 

"The grove or woodlot may be so 
open that the trees retain their limbs 
well down towards the ground, mak- j 
ing it impossible to produce anything 
but: knotty timber. It may be possible 
at times io thicken up the woodlot by 
iiiiderplaiiling or to change the condi- 
tion to such an extent that self-seeding 
will be successful. The woodlot may 
be so dense that the trees crowd each 
other so severely that growth is check- 
ed and the trees do not develop. This 
struggle, which causes the death of 
many young trees, may be lessened in 
intensity Io the great bonelit of the I 
woodlot by taking out enough trees so I 
that those which are left will put on a 
much larger amount of wood. 

"The composition ami then the en- 
tire woodlot may be greatly improved 
and increased by simply taking out the 
so-called forest woods, such as Iron- 
wood, Hod Maple. Dogwood, .lime-berry, 
Hawthorn and others. 

"While Fine is best adapted for use 
on many thousand acres of non-agricul- 
tural "land. It grows very rapidly and 
produces a valuable product. For these 
reasons the White Fines of the country 
are worth at least an heroic effort to 
save them. 

"The character of the fungus, name- 
ly, the fact that it must pass through 
an intermediate stage on an ultimate 
post, currant or gooseberry, offers the 
only chance of saving the White Line, j 
If these posts can be eradicated over ; 
a sullicient area to prevent the dis- 
semination of the spores from pine to ; 
currants and gooseberries, and from 
them back again to the pine, then a 
crop of pine timber can be procured."
